Fertilizer: Camellias require an acid soil 
readily be obtained by use of Camellia-Azalea ferti 
tainable at nurseries or feed stores.

Exposure: An eastern exposure sheltered from 
afternoon sun is most ideal. However, camellias w.

Drainage: Camellias like constant moisture but m 
good drainage. If your soil is heavy or poorly draine 
hole two or three feet deep and fill the bottom with 
then place earth over this and plant in the regular w. 


Picking Flowers: Yes! You should pick the flowers.
